The Religious Tract Society of 
London has translated and pub- 
lished '-Pilgrim's Progress" in 70 
languages.

The Evangelical Alliance of 
the United States held a ser 
vice in memory of Rev, 8. 
Ironn'us Prime, D. D., during the 
Week of Prayer, on Tuesday 
evening, Jan. 5. 

The general Conference of the 
United Brethren in Christ, held 
at Fostoria, Ohio, in May, 1885, 
appointed a commission to draft 
a new Confession of Faith for 
that Chnrch. The Commission 
has completed its work, and 
made a report. The articles are 
thirteen in number, and it is to 
be voted on in 1888, during the 
month of November. 

A quiet but powerful revival ■ 
work has been going ou in the 
district known as Kingsbury 
Hill, N. Y. Meetings have been 
held over six weeks, and about 
■ixty have publicly sought 
Christ. Union revival services 
are now being conducted in Han- 
cock, the three churches, Bap- 
tist, Congregational and Metho- 
dist uniting. 

lu the City of Brotherly Love 
no less than forty four Lutheran 
pastors reside, Of these fifteen 
are German, one Swedish, and 
the rest English. One belongs 
to the Missouri Synod, one to 
none, twelve are members of the 
General Synod and thirty of the 
General Council.' Of this cum 
ber probably ten hav# no charg- 
es, being engaged as editors or 
professors, or having retired. 
Philadelphia is also tbe seat ot 
tbe seminary of the Pennsylva- 
nia Synod, as also ot the publi- 
cation house of tbe General Syn- 
od and the leading house within 
the Council. Here two Luther- 
an papers, the Lutheran and the 
Observer are also published. The 
tint Lutherans in America were 
found in the neighborhood of 
Philadelphia and founded there 
the first congregations of our 
communion. — Luthtran Stand- 
ard.
